Found  Guilty  of 
AsBouliing  Police 

REOINA.  April  22  CT  —  John  Oal- 
linger  today  was  found  guilty  of 
riotlBff  and  aeiiauMii*  a  paMae  «t- 
ficer  as  a  King's  Bench  Court  pro- 
ceeded .with  trials  arising  out  of 
Regina's  relief  atrtke  outbreak  leak 
Dominion  Day. 
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There  is  an  cplr  of  courage,  endurance  and  i 
peraiatence  in  the  rescue  of  Dr.  L.  E.  Robertson 
and  Mr.  Alfred  Be  adding  from  the  Moose  River 
Gold  Mlno.  The  happonlnR  haa  had  no  parallel 
In  this  country,  and  because  .of  the  circumstances 
InliolVtd  It  attracted  world-wide  attention.  It 
was  an  accident  attended  by  imycdy.  for  one  of 
three  men  in  the  mine,  Mr.  Herman  Magill,  died 
wbll*  entombed.  The  rescue  of  his  companions 
was  dramatic,  and  the  character  of  the  work  that 
bad  to  be  undertaken,  and  what  the  rescuers  sul- 
ferad  in  their  tlreleaa  energy  In  th#  tack,  evoked 
admiration  from  every  quarter.  It  wat  a  fitting 
climax  to  such  dogged  peneveranea  and  to  such 
■elf-taerlflclng  eirorta  that  the  two  men  should 
have  been  brought  out  alive  after  an  experience 
that  was  exceptionally  poignant  and  wearing. 

The  three  men  were  trapped  141  feet  from  the 
surfaea  of  a  mine  abandoned  thirty  years  age. 
The  props  and  supports  of  the  workings  had  be- 
come so  weakened  that  they  gave  way  when  new 
worklnci  ipait_  Itertad.  71i«_  hahd>^AP  under 
which  the  rescuers  operated  was  the  fact  that 
there  was  no  knowledge  of  the  underground  sys- 
tgHT  at  tha  ataa.  in  this  raapaet  tb«  profisions 
ot  tha  Nova  Scntia  Mining  Act  mu.st  have  been 
violatad,  for  where  a  mine  Is  abandoned.  elOMd 
down,  dr  uUiaiwIia  nndarad  Inao^eaalbla.  the 
underground  plans  and  sections  are  to  be  shown 
In  a  certified  copy  filed  With  the  Department  of 
Mlnas.  iTldently  thU  waa  not  done  In  tha  case 
of  the  Moose  River  Gold  Mine  The  re.scucrs  had 
to  do  their  drilling  and  tunneling  by  gue&swork. 
Thai  la  why  tha  reaeua  took  io  lont.  In  the  Moose 
River  accident,  as  In  the  case  of  so  many  of  a 
8i|niiar  kind,  the  cause  la  the  fall  of  groyiid.  The 
raacuers  throttfhottt  ran  tha  rlifc  of  bolng  burlad. 

It  Is  fitting  that  a  nattonal  fund  .should  be 
raised  to  reward  the  mlnars  and  others  who 
assisted  in  the  heroic  rescue.  They  .set  an  example 
of  unselfish  daring  that  will  be  remrmbored  for  a 
long  time  In  the  annals  of  mining  in  thU  country. 
Throughout  the  protracted  work  they  ran  con- 
stant flak  of  an  imminent  daath.  for  t)icy  never 
knew  when  a  new  cave-In  would  occur.  That  they 
should  have  worked  not  only  with  enthusiasm 
and  undUutad  vigor,  although  suffering  from 
sleeplessness  and  exhaii.sllon.  is  a.s  high  a  tribute 
as  there  could  be  to  the  calibre  of  the  miners  of 
tha  country.  Thay  daaanra  wall  at  the  hands  of 
their  fellow  men,  and  that  is  why  a, national  fund 
IS  beuig  raued  and  one  which  has  already  been 
contrthtttad  to  handaomely. 

Tha  highest  prai.sc,  too,  can  well  be  accorded 
U  Mr.  Dwyer.  Nova  ScoUa  a  Minister  of  .Mines, 
who  ramalnad  on  tha  aecna'  of  raaeua,  who  did 
his  share  of  the  work  ami  wiio  never  spared  him- 
self It  was  a  case  of  admirable  co-operatlon  all 
round,  on  ttie  p.ti  t  of  the  Governments  concerned, 
the  mining  companies,  doctors  and  many  other  ! 
individuals.  There  has.  Indeed,  bean  written  Into 
th^  history  of  mining  In  the  Dominion  new 
chapter,  which  wlU  ha  told  of  for  many  a  day  to 
come,  and  a  new  evidence  of  that  devotion  to  the 
welfare  of  others  which  is  a  high  example  of 
hmaan  eharHy.

One  of  the  concluding  arts  of  the  recent  session  , 
0^  the  Alberta  Legislature  was  to  empower  the 
Oovamaiant  of  that  Province  to  sH  up  a  provin- , 
clal  bank.  Tliat  could  not  be  done  unle.ss  first  a  I 
Charter  is  secured  from  the  Federal  Parliament ,  i 
and  such  a  bank  would  have  to  operate  under  the 
Bank  Act  and  be  bound  by  all  the  puarantees  of 
security  which  that  legislation  Imposes.  Alberta 
could  esUbltsh  "^vlngs  OfBeaa"  such  as  Ontario 
has,  and  the  Province  might  Invest  the  deposits 
in  Alberta  bonds.  It  is  presumably  to  secure 
money  for  provincial  flnanelal  purposes  that  the 
Social  f'redlt  Party  of  Alberta  wants  a  provincial 
bank.  AibcrU  already  has  had  her  experience  in 
savings 'eertmeatas  supervised  by  tha  Oovam- 
ment,  and  on  tlicse  redemption  savlngthave  been 
suspended.  This  course  was  adopted  shortly  be- 
fore the  advent  of  the  present  Government.  The 
thrifty  people  of  Alberta  foresaw  a  Social  Credit 
victory  at.  the  polls.  They  decided  to  take  their 
cash  out  of  the  provincial  "savings"  fond.  A  run 
ensued.  And  the  Provtnea^  savings  fund  ceased 
to.be  liquid.         <  ■  • 

If  the  propo.sed  Provincial  Bank  Is  to  be  tied 
up  with  Social  Credit  it  will  not  attract  people  of 
the  thrifty  class.  They  have  already  had  their 
experience  of  governmental  management  of  bank- 
ing facilities.  During  recent  months,  people  .with 
money  to  deposit  or  invest  are  not  making  their 
commitments  in  Alberta.  Moreover,  that  Prov- 
ince, on  April  1,  defaulted  on  bonded  obligations. 
As  time  elapses,  faith  In  Social  Credit  policies,  as 
cvised  in  Alberta,  is  strictly  on  the  decline. 
Under  that  regime  the  only  factual  accomplish - 
.i.ent  since  Premier  Ab«»rhart  secured  power  has 
been  the  imposition  of  substantially  heavier 
taxation.

NANATMO,  April  22  — Jame.s  Hep- 
burn and  Joseph  Smith,  his  brother- 
in-law.  are  In  Nanalmo  today  OMk- 
ing  arrangements  for  a  sSarch  party 

to  look  for  two  fiahermen.  William 
Hepburn,  father  of  James  Hepburn, 
and  Ale.xander  McKenrle.  who  have 
not  been  .M>en  since  their  boat  was 
sighted  on  the  gulf  on  the  aftMrnem 
of  March  20. 

The  men  had  been  fishing  all 
Winter  in  Nanalmo  and  I>eparture 
Bay  waters.  On  March  17  they  took 
a  car»()  of  herrmit  to  Vancouver, 
and  after  the  sale  thera.  left  again 
for  the  Island  on  Mareh  II..  That 
afternoon  a  heavy  fiOe  awtpt  the 
gulf  and  the  men  and  their  thirty, 
two- foot  boat  hav*  aoi  bean  seen 

.since. 

Hepburn  and  Smith  today  made 
arrangements  with  the  Fisheries
